Anson, chairman of the family 
and child division of the Com¬ 
munity Welfare Council and 
president of the board of Rose¬ 
mary Cottage, who spoke on 
"Why Do Children Need Pro¬ 
tective Care.” 

Having just returned from 
the Governor’s Conference on 
Youth, Mrs. Anson described 
some of the ways in which 
other cities are meeting the 
needs for juveniles, both in 
California and other states. 

The need for more agencies 
to help parents with disturbed 
children, and to encourage par¬ 
ents to seek or accept help for 
children who might be poten- 
tion problems to society were 
emphasized. 

Mrs. Anson enfded her talk 
with a quotation from Bertram 
Beck, associate executive secre¬ 
tary of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Social Workers: “If we 
can face hostility and act, not 
out of our own hostility, but 
out of a perception of needs of 
those who aggress against us, 
we shall not only bring the de¬ 
linquent out of exile, but we 
shall move forward toward a 
world in which men can live 
in peace and harmony with one 
another.”
